Kicking the puck—The con- 
stant demands of the public for 
faster play and fewer stoppages 
has produced a new change this 
season in the formof an amend- 
ment of the amateur rules to 
allow kicking the puck by both 
teams in the centre area, 

Formerly the defending team 
was allowed to kick the puck in 
its own defensive area only. 

The new rule will enable the 
teams to .kick the puck any- 
where up to their apponents’ 
defensive blueline, However, 
this does not permit the attack- 
ing team to kick the puck over 
their opponents’ defensive blue 
line, The puck must be touch- 
ed by a player’s stick before 
crossing the line, 

For the purpose of this rule 
riding or carrying the puck 
with a skate is considered kick- 
ing.

“When the dul! season gets 
along and there is no trade and 
he wants to sell goods so bad 
he can’t pay his rent, he stops 
his advertising. That is, some of 
them do, but occaionaly a level 
headed merchant dose more of 
it and scoops in all the business, 
while his neighors are making 
mortgages to pay the gas bill. 

“There are times when you 
couldnt stop people from buy- 
ing everthing in the store if 
you planted a cannon behind 
the door, and that’s the time 
the advertisement is sent out 
on its mission, It makes light 
work for the advertising, fora 
chalk sign on the sidewalk 
eould do’ all that was needed 
‘and have ahalf holiday six days 
in the week: but whu wants to 
fayor an advertisement? They 
are build to do hard work, and 
should be sent out in the dull 
days when a customer has to 
be knocked. down- wich fact» 
and kicked insensible with 
bankruptcy reduction and drag- 
ged in with irresistible slaught- 
er of price before he will spend 
a cent. 

“That's the aim and end of 
advertising, my son, and if you 
ever opena store don’t try to

There is one habit which is 
both undesirable and danger- 
ous, and yet ‘ft persists.

It is not natural fora child 
to have something in his 
mouth all the time. The fact 
that he cries for it does not 
show that the comfort is good 
for him. Hé does so simply 
because he had been given the 
habit. o 

Not only is the comfort not 
necessary, but it is actually 
harmful, Trué the baby stops 
crying when he gets it, but he 
stops because he got what he 
wants, and not because the com- 
fort soothes him. Asa matter of 
fact, the continued sucking irri- 
tate him, Ask a smoker why he 
does not suck/a dry pipe; he 
will sell you that doing so 
causes an ungomfortable feel- 
ing, and so héedoes not do so, 

Continued use of the comfort 
alters the ate, of. the mouth. 
Baby’s bones #re soft and yield- 
ing, and so they become. perm- 
anently misshaped as_ the 
result of the*pressure due to 
the continued sucking, The 
condition of “projecting teeth 
with a short, tight upper lip, is 
another deformity caused by 
the comfort, 

In addition, comforts cannot 
be kept clean. They are sure 
to become sviled, and’ very apt 
‘to become contaminated with 
germs which are carried into 


the baby’s mouth with the com- 
fort. 


The fahits of life are im- 
portant because upon them 
depend so much of the happi- 
ness and success of life, Unless 
the child learns early in-life 
how to live happily with 
other people and get along 
well with them, he will, when 
he grows up, meet with diffi- 
culties on account of his in- 
ability to mix . with other 
people in his business and 
social life, 

If we are to achieve success 
in work and, at the same time 
enjoy our daily task, more 
than anything else we need 
to form good habits. Such 
habits, in adult life are the 
result of the building up, in 
childhood, of habits in prompt- 
ness and in finding pleasure in 
work well done. 

Children acquire habits very 
readily, regardless of whether 
the habits are good or bad, 
The baby soon demands that 
mother continue to sit with 
him while’ he goes to sleep, 
if she has once started to do 
so, It used to be thought that 
a baby should be rocked to 
sleep because, after he had 
been rocked for a few times, 
he cried when he was not put 
to sleep in this way, We 
know now that it is far bet- 
ter for the baby to be placed 
in his bed and be left quiet

Curling in Alberta began in 
eighties of the last century and 


‘| the Calgary club was organized 


in the year 1888. The follow. 
ing year it was affiliated with 
the Manitoba branch of the 
R.C.0.0, 

in the early days the “draw” 
game prevailed but during the 
years 1905-06-07 the style of 
game changed considerably and 
what is knownas the “chap and 
lie’ method was more and 
more introduced. Of course the 
draw still remained as part of 
the game but the “chap and 
lie”? as played in Winnipeg 
found favor here and the game 
as played today is somewhat 
different from the game as 
played in Scotland owing chief 
ly to the keener ice in Western 
Canada. 

The Calgary bonspiel of twen 
ty or twenty-five years ago was 
a more distinctive gathering. 
tnan it is today, Thecity was 
not so large A larger percent- 
age of thecitizens was more di- 
rectly interested in the game. 
The coming uf visitors attract- 
ed more uttention. Yet today 
the game plays a prominent 
part in the community and ie 
again growing in popularity af- 
ter the Great War. 

The grand old man of curl- 
ing in Manitoba was the veter- 
an J, P. Robinson, who was for 
many years secretary of the 
Manitoba branch and who pass- 
ed on a few years ago. Before 
the Saskatchewan and Alberta 
branches were formed he was 
the “guide, philosopher and 
and friend” to numerous curl- 
ing rinks throughout the west. 
A man held in the highest es- 
teem in his own community 
and beloved of the curling fra- 
ternity at large, his memory will 
always be an inspiration to 
trne sportsmanship. When the 
Alberta branch was formed we 
hada secretary of our own and 
the man who took J. P. Robert- 
son's place in Alberta more 
than any other was S. J. Blair, 
who for years guided the des- 
tines of curling in this province 
with patience and sympathy as 
well as with marked efficiency. 
The game in this part of Alber- 
ta owes a great deal to Sam 
Blair. 

Western Canada is particular- 
ly well suited to curling on ac- 
count of its bright, steady wint- 
ers and its keen ice, Itisa 
game that deserves well of ever: 
community: the young, the mi 
dle-aged and the old may play it 
with equal pleasure, and it is 
one of the few games that can- 
not be commercialized. It leads 
to better sportsmanship, better 
fellowship and better citizen 
ship, and has a lure peculiar to 
itself which can only be under- 
stood and appreciated by those 
who have bth nen Soa aye the game.
